The Fate of Paul Veritzin, 


In the "Life of Prince Paul Veritzin, 
a Russian Xoble Under Catherine the 
Great," a dramatic acount is given of 
his fall from his high i)osition'. 


The Veritzins were Boyars of enor- 
tnons wealth and power. 
Paul held a 
high office in court. 
One night, glitter- 
ing with jewels and orders, the young 
Prince, who was one of the handsomest 
men in Russia, danced in a quadrille 
opposite to the En press. 


As she passed him in the dance, she 
fancied that his eyes scanned her gross 
figure with covert amusement. 
After 
the quadrille she beckoned to him, and, 
•with a smile, handed him her tiny ivory 
tablets, containing seven pages, one for 
each day in the week. 
On the first was 
written, "The imperial ball-room, St. 
Petersburg." 
On the last, "The mines, 
Siberia." 


He read it, his face gray as that of a 
corpse, bowed low, kissed her hand and 
withdrew, "taking," says the old cliron- 
icle, "his wife, the beautiful Marienka, 
Princess of Novgorod, with him. 
He 
was heard to say, as they left the ball- 
room. 
"My minutes are numbered, let 
us not lose one." 


Fliiilit or resistance was impossible. 
The h( lid of Catherine on her victims 
was inexorable as death. 
Prince Ver- 
itzin was forced to remain passive in his 
j;alace, while each day the power, the 
wealth, and the ha])piness that life had 
given him were strii)ped from him. 


First, he was degraded from all his 
offices at court; next, his estates were 
confiscated by tlie crown; his friends 
were forbidden to hold any communica- 
tion with him; his very name, one ot 
the noblest in Russia, was taken from 
him, and he was given that of a serf. 
Then his wife and children were driven 
out of the palace to herd with beggars. 


"On the last day," says the record, 
"Paul Veritzin, in rags and barefoot, 
chained to a convict, bade an eternal 
farewell to his home and departed to 
the dark and icy north. 
He was seen 
of men no mora."— Youth's 
Comparv'

of 
Leininger's. 
The 
sheriff at once notified W. B. Ball, of 
Kendallville, to come down. 
Last night 
Mr. Hall came and identified his horse, 
btggy and harness. 
He will drive the 
rig back to Kendallville. 


It will be remembered that only a few 
days ago Deputy 
Sheriff 
Wilkinson 
found a bay horse in the possession of 
Frank McCulloch that was stolen from 
an attorney at Lima, Ohio, last fall 
So 
it seems the Leininger gang has been do- 
ing a wholesale business in stealing 
horses. 


Mrs. McOulIoch said to the sheriff this 
morning that she got the Kendallville 
horse and buggy from her brother-in-law 
Leibker, who also ran away last fall for 
fear of being arrested. 
This makes the 
third stolen horse that has been found 
with them in the past four months. 
Sheriff Yiberg and his depnties deserve 
credit for breaking up the gang of 
thieves.

In the canvass that preceded his elec- 
tion his opponents predictad all man- 
ner of evil-i in case he should succeed, 
and, pray, what has become of their 
predictions? 
[Laughter and applause.] 
Where is the rain that was to follow the 
election of Grover Cleveland; where is 
the disgrace that was to follow his elec- 
tion? On the contrary, the country 
has been more quiet, more peaceable 
and more prosperous than it has been 
for many years that have gone by. 
Now, I Imow the man; know him well, 
and I tell you, my fellow citizens, that a 
more upright and wise man I do not 
believe dwells within the limits of the 
United 
States. 
[Loud cheers.] 
And 
he has a noble band of counsellors 
around him, and not the least among 
them is the distinguished citizen of your 
own state, Mr. Dickinson. 
[Applause.] 
Cleveland knows not only how to gov- 
ern himself in the limits of the constitu- 
tion, but he knows foil well how to 
choose good 
constitutional 
advisors. 
Cheers. ] 
Having said this much about 
the administration, let me proceed to 
that question to which I allnded in 
opening, which is commonly called the 
tariff question. 
I presume there is not 
a person within the sound of my voice, 
who does not known what is meant by 
the tariff, and yet it may aid us to-day 
if I give a clear and precise de^nition 
of what a tariff is. A tariff, my friends, 
is nothing in the world bat a tax—a tax 
levied by the general government upon 
every article of commerce that comes 
into the United States, and that is in- 
tended 
for sale, within our borders, 
which instantly raises the price of the 
articles and therefore becomes a tax or 
a burden upon the people for every ar- 
ticle of domestic mannfaotnre of the 
like nature with those which pay the 
tariff tax. Now. we have at this mo- 
ment, according to the last advices I 
have seen, about 8115.030,000 in the na- 
tional treasury called surplus revenue; 
that is taxes collected from the people 
beyond the necessities of the govern- 
ment. 
These $115,000,000 are lying 
partly idle in the vanlts of the treasury 
of the United States, of no service to 
any human being, drawing no interest, 
earning no profit, but taken from the 
pockets of the 
people 
where they 
properly belong, and where if 
they 
were now found, thousands and tens of 
thoueands, and hundreds of thousands 
of the people of the United 
States 
would put them to good uses and im- 
prove their condition and prosperity. 
[Applause.] 
The 
democratic 
party 
says that this is a wrong condition of 
affairs—that money ought not to be like 
the talent of the men we are told in the 
scripture, who buried it in the ground. 
That is a very poor use to make of the 
money of the people, and therefore, the 
democratic party say that this surplus 
revenue which is produced in the main 
by the tariff tax ought to be reduced, 
that the tax should be reduced so that 
the surplus will not continue to accumu- 
late. 
Our opponents on the other hand 
say it is better to let the surplus accum- 
ulate, it is better to take money from 
the pockets of our people, it is better to 
pile it up in the vaults of the treasury 
department, although it does no good 
whatever, but rather does great harm, it 
is better to do that than to touch the 
tariff laws of the country. 
We say on 
the contrary that the way to relieve the 
overtaxed people is to reduce the tax, 
that the way treat a people honestly, 
fairly and wisely, is to take no more 
taxes oat of their pockets than the gov- 
ernment actually needs for expenditures 
(cries of "good," "that's right," and 
applause). 
This issne then is clearly 
mMC up between us, it is between high 
taxation on one hand and reasonable 
taxation on the other. 
It is between 
taking the money of the people ont of 
their own control, ont ot their own pook-

Now my friends, in the long politieal 
life I have led, I have heard a great 
many false pretensai preached to the 
people—a great many statements made 
that were intended to deceive and de- 
lude them; but in all my life I have 
never witnessed aa much audacity as I 
noticed ttds year on the part of the 
advocates of a high protective tariff. 
They seem to have been suddenly afflict- 
ed with a similar disregard of the truth. 
I do not intend to call people hard 
names. 
I have all my life kept a civil 
tongue in my head and I mean to keep it 
as long 8S I live, but I do say that some 
people sometimes seem to loose their 
sense or they cannot see the truth and 
often unfortunately, cannot speak it. 
[Laughter and cheers.] 
Just think of 
It for one moment; we are told that a 
high tariff makes a country richer, as if 
it were possible to make a country rich 
by oppressively taxing its people. Ain't 
that a new way to make a man rich to 
run your hand into ids pocket and take 
out what you find there (laughter), and 
that without any just reason whatsoever 
for doing so. Ain't that a singular way 
to make anybody rich? And yet that is 
precisely the plan that those folks advo- 
cate when they tell us the country is to 
be made wealthy by means of high taxa- 
tion. 
Again they have the audacity to 
say that this tariff tax is not paid by the 
comsumers of the articles which are 
taxed; why, if the consumers of taxed 
articles do not pay the tax I would like 
to know who does [a voice: "so would 
I" and cheers]. 
Do those protection 
orators pay it? 
Do the mannfacturers 
pay it? 
Who pays it if the people who 
consame the articles that are taxed 
don't? Can any man answer that ques- 
tion to the satisfaction—here Judge 
Thurman was interrupted by the pre 
sentation of a note. 
He looked at it a 
moment and said: 
"I am afraid there 
are some high protectionists in this au- 
dience for a lady sends me this note to 
read to you. 
"A lady has just had her 
pocket picked and she thinks it is high 
tariff" [laughter]. 
"WeU" said Judge 
Thurmao, "I hope the high tariff man 
who has taken that lady's money will 
be caught and made to refund before 
he leaves Port Huron" [langhter and 
applause]. Proceeding with his speech 
the judge said: "Now my friends if 
you will reflect for a moment yon will 
see that it is necessarily the case that 
tariff taxes are paid by the consumer of 
the articles which are taxed, and all 
the domestic articles of a kind which 
are manafactured in the United States. 
It is a curious fact and one of the 
worst things about this tarifl' tax that 
while the government gets SI .00 re- 
sulting from the tax, domestic manu 
facturers get $5.00 as it is best estimated, 
that never goes into the treasury at all. 
How does this happen? 
A man called 
an importer, brings goods into the 
United States to be sold. He can not 
sell a yard or a pound until he pays this 
tariff tax. 
He pays it, therefore, and 
then sells it to the merchant. Of course 
he must get this tax back in the price for 
which he sells or he would lose money. 
His business would break up at once. 
Therefore he puts the tax on the orig- 
inal cost of the goods and with that 
price added with the cost of transporta- 
tion and his reasonable oommereial pro 
fit, he sells the goods to the merchant. 
The merchant sells to the retail mer- 
chant, and, of course, this tax which en- 
tered into the price continues in the 
price, and to it is added the profits of 
the merchant. Then the retail merchant 
sells to you and, of course, he mnst 
get in this price, for otherwise he woald 
sell for less than he gave for the goods 
and no man would consent to do that. 
Therefore the tax is in. When the cloth, 
for instance, is sold to yon, and in the 
price you pay this retail merchant, you 
also pay the whole of the tariff tax, the 
importer's profits, the wholesale mer 
chants' profits and the retail mer- 
chants' profiti, besides the interest upon 
their money. It is as plain as that 2 
and 2 make 4. If I were a school mas- 
ter and a boy of ten years could not un- 
derstand that after ten minutes teach 
ing, I would give him up as hopelessly 
an idiot (laughttr). That is the fact in 
I respect to this branch of the subject. 
Now, how much do yon pay? The 
amount of dutiable goods imported into 
the UnUed States in 1887 was in value 
$460,000,000 in round numbers. The 
duties collected on those goods—the 
tariff tax—were 
$212.000,000 and 
fraction. Therefore, in that 
single 
year a tax was levied on the people of 
the United States by the operation of 
this tariff law, of $212,000,000 and a 
fraction, which went into the federal 
treasury. But that, as I have told you, 
was the least of the burden. The do- 
mestic manufacturers of the same kind 
of commodities amounted that year to 
^,869,000,000, and as the price of those 
g(wdB was raised by the tariff in nearly, 
ur equal proportion to the price of 
goods that were imported, the amount 
which the people paid by reason of these 
iiigh prices of what they had to buy, or 
had to use, amounted to one billion, 
that is about live times as much as the 
tax received by the goveroment for the 
uses of the government. In other words, 
the whole community was taxed about 
one billion dollars for the benefit of 
comparatively a small portion of the 
community. And that is said to ue 
jost? That is said to be fair play? That 
IS said (O be for the benefit ol the Amer- 
ican people? Why don't they carry it 
out further? When tbey find in Port 
Huron a lawyer—1 speak kindly of law- 
yers because I am a lawyer myself-the 
proceeds of whose profession do not af- 
ford him and nis family comfortable su^ 
port—why don't they tax you all for his 
benefit so as to protect him? When 
they find a doctor whose income is not 
sufficient for tdmself and family, why 
don't they tax aU the people of Port 


Enron in order to add to the wealth of 
that doetor? And so on with evtrybody 
else, why don't tbey do it? BeeaaM 
they know perfeotly well thai the pecóle 
would not stand it 
And yel tiMy do 
tax a man or did tax him, and do yet, 
pretty highly sometimea on the medi< 
eine he is obliged to take. I remember 
tliat one of the moat satisfactory votea I 
gave in the senate of the United Statea 
was to aboliak the tax so that a man 
with the fever and ague might have hia 
medidne free. [ Oheen. ] I know there 
are a few oases, and t h ^ are few and ex- 
oeptional, and not ol sufficient impcwt- 
anoe to make it neeessary for me to 
speak of them to day in the limited time 
I have to speak, in which the duty or 
tflriff tax is not all paid by the oonsum- 
er. T h ^ are so trifling in amount and 
insignifleant that it is not neeessary that 
I should occupy your time with them* 
The principle, the general fact"—here a 
tumultous cheer caused Judge Thur- 
man to oease speaking, the crowd hav- 
ing caught sight of a bandana which the 
spetfker was lifting to hia nose. Mr. 
Thurman looked amaaed for a moment, 
but on discovering the cause of the up- 
roar said: "Weil, gentlemen, it is a 
good, honest handkerchief, and I could 
have bought it a good deal cheaper if it 
had not been for the ttiriff." [Laugh- 
ter. ] Proceeding with his speech Judge 
Thnrman said: "As I have stated, there 
are men who say a consumer does not 
pay tax. I have said that it is the moat 
audacious assertion and I have tried to 
show you that the consumer must nec- 
essarily pay the tax. But if you want 
authority on the subject, let me refer to 
some men who have spoken on the 
question and whose words can scarcely 
lie gainsaid. First, I will go back to 
John Qciinoy Adams, and I dare say 
there ure plenty of republicans and 
abolitionists in this crowd who have a 
great admiration for that man's mem- 
ory. I knew him well. I served in the 
house of representatives with him. 
I 
know how intelligent he was. 
I know 
how frank and outspoken he was. 
In 
the year 1832 he was chairman of the 
house committee on mannfacttures, and 
in a report made by him in that year he 
said: "The doctrine that duties on im- 
ports serves to cheapen the price of 
commodities on which they are levied 
seems to conflict with the firbt dictates 
of common sense. [Laughter.] 
The 
duty constitutes a part of the price of 
the whole mass of the article in the 
market. It is substantially paid on the 
article of domestic manufactiure as well 
as upon foreign production. 
Upon one 
it is a duty, upon the other it is a bur- 
den, and the repeal of the tax must oper- 
ate as an equivalent reduction of the 
price of the article, whether foreign or 
domestic. 
We say so long as the im- 
portation continues the duty must be 
paid by the pturchaser of the article. 
The genuine and permanent effect must 
be to increase the price of the article to 
the extent of the additional duty and it 
ui then paid by the consumer. 
If it 
were not so, if the general effect of add- 
ing on a duty were to reducc the price 
of the article upon which it was levied, 
the converse of the proposition would 
also be true, and the operation for re- 
ducing the price of the domestic article 
would be to repeal the duty on the same 
article imported We can not subscribe, 
therefore, to the doctrine that duties of 
imports are paid by foreign merchants 
or manufacturers." 
And yet there are 
scores—I don't know but there are hun- 
dreds of men perambulating the coun- 
try or speaking in the halls of congress 
to day who tell you that this tax is paid 
by the importer or by the foreign manu 
facturers. 
John Qaincy Adams knew 
better and he was too honest a man to 
make snch a f Jse pretense. Well, what 
said President Arthur? 
He was a good 
republican. 
In his »nnual message to 
congress in 1882 or 1883 he said: "I 
recommond the enlargement of the free 
list (that is, all goods that pay no duty) 
so aa to include within it the numerous 
articles which yield inconsiderable rev- 
enu:', a simplification of the complex 
and inconsistent schedule of duties on 
certain manufactures, particularly on 
cotton, iron and steel, and a substantial 
reduction on those articles and upon 
sugar, 
molasses, 
wool and woolen 
goods." 
Well, that is precisely what 
the democrats are striving to do. That 
is precisely what the Mills bill, as it is 
called, attempts to do, and yet those 
gentlemen who are howling 
around 
about the beauties of protection and the 
ruin the democrats are bringing on the 
country tell you that this thing which 
President Arthur recommended only so 
recently is nothing more than free trade. 
They ate mere afraid of free trade than 
tbey are of rattlesnakes. [Langhter. [ 
They are terribly alarmed lest they 
should be bitten by free trade. [Be- 
newed laughter and cheers, j 
Now, so 
far from this Mills bill being free trade, 
the most striking thing about it is that 
it is the most modeet reduction of tariff 
duties that has almost ever l)een at 
tempted in this country. 
The average 
duties levied under the present tariff are 
forty-seven per cent. 
Under the Mills 
bill the average duties will be about only 
about 40 per cent. A mere reduction of 
seven per cent, on all the duties taken 
together. Of course there were some 
things upon which the duties are re- 
ducá more. 
For instance, duties are 
taken off a number of articles called raw 
material which are used by the mann- 
facturers in their work in the fabrication 
of their product. 
And as they receive 
this great benefit of their having their 
raw materials free or at a comparatively 
small duty, the bill elsewhere provides 
that articles manufactured by them 
brought into the country shall pay a 
lower rate of duty than they did before, 
but that is nothing more than a com- 
pensation for taking off the duty on raw 
materials. 
President Garfield said in 
the house of representatives on March 
10,1871. 
"I was su^rised at the re- 
marke of the distinguished gentlemen 
from Michigan, (I don't know who that 
distinguished guntleman was, but he 
was a Michigander.) He asserted that 
there is no item in the whole tariff that 
stands alone on its own merits, but that 
it must ail be taken in a lump in order 
to stand." He was a high protectionist, 
this Michigan man, so he said there 
were no items in the whole tariff (and 
there are 4,000 and odd items in it on 
which a tax is levied) that conld stand 
on its own merits, and it waa necessary 
to take them in a lump entire so that 
they might stand. 
He meant that coal 


must ti^e salt by the hand and they 
must take sometliing else by the hand 
and that all the interests should unite 
their forees before they oould make a

Bat what said Mr. Garfield? 
"If this remark be true it strikes a bloir 
atthe whole tttiir system—a blowlam^ 
not wilUng to strike. I am unwilling to 
submit that bad taxes must be tiedi 
to good ones and thus be kept afloat. 
I think it unwise to continue this duty 
on eoal 
(th^ 
were 
then talking 
about coal) and I am therefore in 
favor of its repeal 
(Here the judge 
blew a trumpet blast on his historic ban- 
dana and everybody laughed as they 
cheered.) 
"Gentlemen, that's a good, 
honest handkerchief, but had it uot been 
for high protection tariff I oould have 
bought it cheaper." 
The question of 
the laboring man's interest was next 
taken up. 
The protectionisis posed as 
his champion, and claimed that they 
were solicitous for his prosperity. How 
in the name of eommon sense could this 
be, when every article he wears from the 
crown of his head to the sole of his feet 
is taxed. 
The speaker agreed that an 
employer might pay higher wages be- 
cause of protection, but did he? (cries of 
"no.") "Did you ever know him to do it? 
(Cries of "never." 
No gentlemen it 
never happened, and it never wilL" 
For twenty-seven years the country has 
struggled imder a protection tariff. 
Every year we hear of strikes and lock- 
outs, want and suffering. 
There are 
labor organisations for the protection of 
their rights, yet the high tariff is to be 
the pinnacle for all these things. If the 
tariff lowers prices, why do marmfactur- 
ers want it? How does it protect them' 
Here the judge referred to the negro. 
The war freed 4,000,000 of them. 
He 
was glad of it. 
The negro is a prolific 
animal, and the race has increased to 
over 6,000,000. 
Some of them were in 
cities, but a majority were in the coun- 
try and raising cotton and cane more 
than any other product. 
How was he 
protected in raising his cotton? He had 
to sell at a price fixed in a Liverpool 
market. 
His wife and children had to 
be dressed. 
He had no protection for 
his crops. Tet for every stitch of cloth- 
ing bought for himself he paid the in- 
increased price named by a tariff. Tne 
boasted friend of the negro shonld con- 
sider this. 
Is it not enough that they 
make a slave of him by requiring him to 
vote the republican ticket and swear not 
to support a democrat? Mnst they also 
put upon him the burden of unjust tax- 
ation? The judge then took up the mat- 
ter oi the laborer again. 
American la- 
borers received more than foreign work- 
ers for several reasons. 
So it was cer- 
tain that the more dense the population 
the lower the wages. Knights of Labor 
and unions or organisations had done 
more to establish reasonable wages in 
America than all the tariff laws ever 
passed. 
Laborers in the cjuntry have 
our free institutions and the indepen- 
dence of character which they beget. 
Again the wage workers in protected in- 
dustries prove concitisively that it was 
not a question of protection throngh 
tariff laws. 
A historical review of the 
tariff was taken, showing that under a 
low tariff the value of farm lands from 
1850to 1860 iacreased 103 per cent.; 
from 1860 to 1870 under high protective 
policy the value of the farm ¡lands 
in the country increased but 40 per cent.; 
and from 1870 to 1880, under the highest 
tariff we ever had, the increase was 
but 9 per cent. 
In Michigan, for the 
periods named, the increase had been 
211, 148 and 125^ per cent, respectively. 
A similar showing was made iu regard 
to agricultural implements. 
Tne judge 
here announced that his voice was giv- 
ing away and that he mutft soon oiosu. 
Before doing so he quoted from a speech 
made by John Shermoi in the chamber 
of commerce, at Cincinnati, a month ago. 
He said there that men of common 
sense knew that the accumulatioa of 
surplus money in the treasury was 
wrong, aud that congress should devise 
some means of getting rid of it. 
"I 
agree with John," said Mr. Thurman. 
"William Allen once said in his iurcible 
way, when aroused, 'yon might as well 
try to run a powder honse in hell as to 
conduct an honest goverrment with a 
snrplns in the United States treasury.' 
That is strong, but it is true." 


The judge here gave up and had Con- 
gressman Uuthwaithe read an abstract 
from a speech made by him (Thurman) 
in 1870, when his voice was raised
